The No. 1 collegiate jazz band in 
the country, Johnson County Land- 
mark, returns to Clarke College at 8 
p.m., Monday, Oct. 5 in Terence 
Donaghoe Hall. 

The 18-piece band, based at the 
University of Iowa, has swept virtu- 
ally every major college jazz festival 
it has entered the past four years. 

Among the “big three” of college 
jazz festivals, the band has won the 
Quinnipiac (Conn.)

Besides Notre Dame — univer- 
sally regarded as the No. 1 college 
jazz festival in the country — last 
year, Johnson County Landmark 
won the Silver Tulip Award at the 
International Tulip Time Music 
Festival in Holland.
